Ottawa, July 22.— A peculiar condi- 
tion of jiirairs has develoiied at Qtiebec 
iu connection with the erection of sta- 
bles to accommodate tho Duke of Corn- 
W'all's horses. AVitliout the knowledge 
of the militia depaitmeiit, the department 
of public works coiistructml the stable.s on 
a plot of land (juite close to a powder 
magazine, on the situ of which stables 
existed Sonne years ago. Tho depart- 
ment of militia lind them torn down on 
account of their immediate proximity to 
tho powder house and consequent danger 
to lifi) and property iu the event of liro 
breaking out in the stables. It is like- 
ly that the militia department "ivill insist 
on the public works people lindiug a new 
location. 

The Duke of Cornwall i.s t(^ be asked 
to press the button at Quebec which will 
open tho Central Canada fair on Septeai- 
bor ICi. The Duke will ho in Ottawa on 
the hist day of the fair, and an effort 
will he made to get him to visit it. 

Eorest fires \yliich have been raging 
for the iia.st two or three weeks in Kii>- 
pewa district are the most extensive tliat 
have ever taken place in the valley ot 
the Ottawa. A gentlonuiu familiar witli 
the situation, stated today that the lo.ss 
would at least total .^DOO,OUO, and pro- 
baibly run much higher. Heavy ruins 
on Wednesday and Friday stopped th& 
progress of the ■lire. 

An order in council lias been passed 
under which the Itotd Property Act oC 
Manitoba of last year is disallowed. The 
statute was (piite a voluminous one, com- 
prising some 70 page.;.- The Dominion 
authorities had no objection to it, except 
as to clause (!t, which specified that all 
land.s in the province should bo surveyed 
by ])rovincial surveyors.

According to news received by the 
steamers Tees, Hoscowitz aud^Nell from 
noi l hern British Columbia ports. the run 
of so( keyos has been poor. The buck- 
ward st-ason is causing low packs at all 
the canneries, and none of them have as 
many cases of sockeyes as they had at 
this time last year. The cold we.ttlier up 
at the head of the inlets is hindering the 
usual freshets of warm water which in- 
duci' Mie s(dK«ds of sockeyes to enter the 
inlets and rivers, and the water is cold 
and clear, the gill nets hiaiig easily seen 
bv the lish. who swim iow anyhow be- 
cause of the coldness of the water. If 
warm wi'ather was hail for a short time 
and the rains brought diiwu the freshets, 
and till' wa.ter became warmer and less 
(dear, the <-aiiners wonhi start to niaki' 
catches, but with the cold weather the 
liiiats ari' not taking as 'many iisli as 
could be expe(-teil .Ml this time of year. 
When tlie Tees went into the Skeeiia on 
iSundav. the 11th, those on board saw 
lish (o'ltside. bat they were spring siij- 
mon, which have been' running v.-ell this 
season, although the suckeyo run has 
been poor. The weal her was then warm, 
and the lisliernieii were doing better than 
thev had been, taking then eiglit h.sh on 
the" average to tho boat, but when the 
steamer was coming down the river two 
days later tlie weather lioeanie cool again 
and the catches of tho fisheinii'ii fell to 
fortv and fifty. The caiiaeries there aver- 
aged about 1.50(1 cases of sockeyes each, 
the lowest take being that of the Stan- 
diinl. which had TOO cases, having been 
handicapped owing to siiialltiox scare, i he 
highest pack taken was that of Lord's 
canneries, tho Uritish-American niul 
Northern raciHc ciinncrics, 'w.hich were 
said to have over -1,(1(10. 

Itivers lidet canneries are away be- 
hind, except the AVaniiock cannery which 
had 1.700 cases. They have though the 
s"ine net privilege at Smith's Inlet, whicii 
aided in their being nlieail <d' the other 
canneries. The canneries on the Inlet 
run from l.lHlll t,i l.:iUO. the two can- 
neries at the bead of VmU\y, Durham 
and dirodie li;iving the lowest packs, for 
most of the lish are being taken outside. 
I'ive of the fisliermen caino.,down fi'oiu 
llivers Inlet owing to the poor run, bound 
to the Fraser. _ 

•At 'Naniu, Dniiiiey's cannery had oOO 
cases of sockeyes pat up, loid he had 1.- 
200 'oases at tho Kimstinit cannery—a 
new csrablishnient,; tKcrifish foi- which 
were fonnerly taken to^'Naniu. At .viei t 
BiiY, S. A. Spencer's cannery had about 
TOO cases, the run being back\\-ard there 
as well as at the northern canneries On 
the Nans the Ushers are doing better, 
and the canneries have near an average 
liiick. On all the rivers ami m'cts t le 
soring salmon ran extra well, out tlie 
sockeve pack was everywhere lieliiim, 
but if. v.-ith the lu-ospective warm wi'ath- 
er from now on, the warmer watiM; comes 
down the rivers and inlets, the hsh are 
exiiected to run iiitich better, and packs 
will be secured^attpjc all, but up to llie 
time of the .'dkilingtot the just arrived 
steamers, bad wci\tl}er,,,was resiioasibio 
for Ijw packs, ''' 



Among the ii;inies on the register of tiie 
Dominion hotel last evening w'as that 
of Count Kdmuud von Larlsch. This in- 
teresting i G erman nobleman has been 
traveling by easy stages ncrost* the Do- 
minimi, sto|ipiiig here and there to en- 
joy the btauties of the country and to 
rest, for lie is a niiiii who is pa.st the 
three score period, and altliough a count, 
his path through life has not been 
strewn with roses, in fact, it is but a 
short time since hia title and fortune 
were i-estored io hinu He Is on his 
way to 'San Francisco on a mission foi 
the Kniperor, eonie say to meet t'ount 
von 'WiUdersee, who, Fiaving been recall- 
ed from China, where he commanded the 
allied armies, is about to return home 
by tho American route. After acconi- 
Iiaiiyiiig Count ''on AValdersee across 
the continent. Count von Larisch wiil 
return to (Jindicc, to be presi'iit tit the 
reception to 'I'lieir Koyal 1 ligliiies.ses the 
Duke and Duchess iit York. 

The history <ir this Cerinan count, who 
is today stopping in X'ictoria. is an iii- 
tirestiiig one. In the .^ear IS.'iC. while 
.•-erviiig as a lieutenant in the Fourth 
Kehlaii Itegimeut. von I.iitisch engageil 
in a duel with sabres with his superior 
ollUer. .Major ('<iiinl viii Pouil/.a, This 
duel, pre<apitated by Lieut, von Lai- 
isch's atleiitioiiis to the major's sweet- 
heart, was fought on May 'S2, LSol!, in 
a Saxon village. Vmi Lari.sch was 
woiiiide'l on I lie first exchange of 
thrusts, the major's sabro passing 
thriaigli his cheek, but Von Larisch's 
thrust pierced his superior's he«rt and 
he died insfanOy. 

Van 'Larlsch, roallzing what ho had 
done, immediately took to llight, and 
after riding two horses down iiiidcr him, 
reached the frontier ahead of his pur- 
suers. After spending two weeks in the 
hos|)ital at Calais he came to .\:iicri<a. 
pa.ving his passagi' by er.tracting and 
pawning some of tlie lii'imoiids fmni his 
insignia of nobility. "Arriving in the 
I'nileil States, he lived tor smiie time on 
the iiionry obtained in the pawning of the 
n^l of bis jewels, but these failing at 
last, he was fiu-ced to look t'lU' work. Tliis 
M-as in the city of Xew Orleans, where 
he litially obtained cmploynient in a 
French restaurant. Then an old M-atch- 
luiiker liefriemled him and taught hiic 
the watchmaking' trade. \'on I..ariscli 
was engaged in this business when tin- 
American civil war broke out. Inspiri'd 
with his native military zeal, he ncci-pted 
a captaincy in the 2nd ''Louisinna Hilles. 
under the assumed nnnie of Heinccke. 
Von Larisch fought through the (iitire 
canipnign, and participated in tho bat- 
tle of (iSett.vsbnrg. He was several times 
wounded, and twice reported as dead. At 
the close of the war he went to New 
York and opeiu'd a watchmaker's shop at 
."ill illoiiston street. Here he began to 
build up M business and his fortunes 
changed f(U' the- better. In time lu' mar- 
ried and becaiue the father of two chil- 
dren. 

\'oii I;aris<di iimde no atteiipt to ob- 
tain II pardon for his rash ad in Jigliling 
a dui'l with his superior iillicer while n 
(lernian lieutenant. lie had been sen- 
tenced to -1.") years" c::|ia t fia I ion. and he 
settled down to his nrv,' life and was con- 
tent. 

iinwever, a few nio'.Ojis a'.'o a new 
phase apiieared in his c.is". His t rni of 
exile expired on .liine 11 last. In the 
nicoiiliiiie his lands had been Indd by the 
state after his tlight. If Von Larisch 
had died all these estates would have 
been handed over to the Austrian branch 
of the family, as Kdrauud was the last 
of the German line. Through the ef- 
forts of his sister, the I'rinccss Witt- 
geiititein. of Itiissia. lie was I'lially per- 
suaded to ntnrii to bis ratlierlauil. .Ar- 
riving in Loinlon he t'nund bi"-i- sum 
of money which had hiin in the Hank of 
Qngland to the familv credit since 
1S4S. 

To account fur the existence of the 
iiioiicy ill the H.ink of lOngbind. it may 
be well t'i explain tli.at in ISIS a faction- 
al war bctwei'u U'lbles wageil in (ler- 
iniinv. The \'oii Lirisidi family was one 
of those interested. To guani against 
total loss of propertv in the event of de- 
feat, the sum ot Xl.OIHI.OOil was ileposit- 
.:d in the Hank of I-'.nglaiid. This was 
the motley which ('imnt von Larisch 
found in the bank when he arrived in 
London on his ret urn fi'om .\inei-ic:i. He- 
iiig the Inst of his line, the iiioiii'y was 
his on furnishing proof of his identity. 



In London 'he •>TO9-io}Be(W)y his sister, 
the princess. 

■He tlieii .starfed fiTr" GLrmaiiy'. The 
Count, ill entering a carriage in London, 
slippt.'il luid fell, the wheel of Hie veliicle 
passing over Ids ankle. Thi.s' injury 
del;; veil hiiu somewliat. 

The delay was unlortmite, as the 
Count, according to the reipiireiiients of 
German military law, having completed 
his term of e.xile, was expected to report 
to his regiment upon the day idenllcal 
with the expiration of his term of exih'. 

I'mler the circumsttuices. Ins sister 
preceded liim to (lermniiy and craved 
six days' grace, which was granted by 
tile present Kmpcvor. She th'.-u returned 
to London and together the Count and 
tho rriucess entered the country, from 
which, fortv-fivo yeai-s lipfoie, tho young 
lieutenant had lied for his life. 

On .Iiiiie 1-1 V'ln Larisch in Hu. uni- 
form of a lieiilen.-iiit, reporlial to the col- 
onel of the Fourth Lhhin Uegiineiit. 
which was then stationed at Salwentel. 
.\fter being reinstated in the army, 
Larisch proceeded to the court of the 
iMiipcrni- and was granted an audience. 
The Kaiser, wlnisi' father hail lieen the 
fclhcv slmh'iil o( the father ef Von Lar- 
iclieh at college, received him kindly, ami 
noting that \'iui Lari-^ch was siil'I'ering 
frmii the effects cf t'TTT- injuries to his 
ankle, i onfered a marki il favin- niinn him 
ii.v rei|iu\sling liim to b" sealed during the 
interview. After hearing his plea, the 
Kniperor fully pardoned Van Lariseii. 
restored him his rank nild estates and 
made him a major in the Gorman army. 
He was tlien granted nine months' leave 
of absence and despatched by the Emper- 
or on a mission to Sun Francisco.

iMr. T. ]I. Twif-'g writes us a letter on 
conipulsoiry arbitratiouw Air. Twigt,''s 
relation to tlic labor organizations of this 
city are such that what ho saj-s may be 
tak<;n as fairly representative of the 
views of workingraen on the very im- 
portant subject dealt with iu his letter, 
;ui(l We arc very glnil to sou that }iis 
opinions and those expressed by the 
Colonist are not so far apourt as to make 
a complete rapprochement at a! diUicult. 
On July U the Colonist, after mentioning 
what the San Francisco Argouaiit liad 
euid aa tho only way in which such arbi- 
tration could be made effective, aamely, 
by enforcing the decrees of tflie court 
oven to compelling men to work or eni- 
giloyers to give ihem employ nieiit, said: 
"Is it necessary to make compulsory 
crbitTation tliat it should go as far as 
this? We are not sure that it is. Iii- 
<lced Vi'Q arc inclined to the opinion that 
it is not, that there is a very large 
measure of usefulness Tying this side of 
the interference by tho strong arm of 
the law with the right of a man to cm- 
ploy whom he pleases or to Hclect hi 
own employer." Mr. Twigg favors ii 
trial of a bill similar to that introduced 
in the session of 1000 by the Sendin 
-government, entitled "'An Act for the 
Establishment of n Bureau of Lobor 
Statistics, and also for the formation of 
Councils of Conciliatioa and Arbitra 
tion." This bill provided that the de 
cree of the court of arbitration should 
ho binding provided the parties lo the 
arbitration agreed that it should be by a 
written compact made any time before 
the award. If such an agreement was 
;iot Tiiado, pre5umii))ly the award would 
'■only amount to a declaration on the part 
of the arbitrators of what in tJieir opin- 
ion was just in the premises. To such 
an award an observation made iu the 
<!ditorial above ijuoted from will apply. 
"We think the educative elTect of com- 
pulsory arbitration would in a very 
short time remove the necessity of re- 
sortinK to coercion on the points mcn- 
tioned." 

If -Mr. Twigg can be taken as re]>i-e- 
tentative of the views of the I^alior 
Unions, it would not be a matter of 
great didlculty lo roacli an agreement 
with them and with employers whic h 
would iu at least nineteen cases out of 
twenty prevent serious dis[)UteH from 
arising. When this had been tried for 
a time, it •W'Oirld probably bo found pos- 
sible to reach an agreement as to bow 
the twentietii case should be dealt with. 
The great thing in this matter is to get 
the two Interests concerned in harmony. 
We Ihope some other correspondent will 
favor ua witli his views.

There was then a 
steady drop until ISTll, when low water 
mark was reached, namely .$153,-1."),',(!8L', 
which was below the ligures of every 
year except the first three after tho 
union, and absolute low-water mark 
since the confederalion of I?ritish Co- 
lumbia and I'riuce Kdward's Island with 
Canada. There was after this a steady 
gahi until 1803, when the figures ex- 
ceeded .$130,000,000; then a falling ofT 
followed by a steady rise until •$-47,- 
(K)0,()(KI was passed iu ISDo. Tlieu came 
a drop for two years in succession, and 
then a steady rise, tho greatest gain in 
any one year going the year before lost, 
which showed an Increase of nearly sixty 
millions over the preceding twelve- 
luontli. 

It is satisfactory to note that there 
has been a substantial gain in the value 

of nuinnfaetured goods exporled. This 
is an item in whii'h further increases 
may be looked for, as our trade with 
the Orient devclopea.

Tlu! aggregate of exports and im- 
ports is nuK'h the largest on nvord, bet- 
ing lin round numbers .S^lll t,ll(H),(l(Hl au 
increase of .f Hi, 0(10,0(11) over Hie prc^vious 
year. Deducting from the imports tlie 
value of the goods re-exi)orleiI. we have 
tho total trade for the year .'i;;i.")8,S(U,.liJ2, 
as compared with $345,082,174 for the 
previous yenr. The exports of poods, 
tho produce of Oanada amounted to 
.fl77,()li!).l!"12, which is an increase of 
nearly twelve millions. The imports for 
ihomc consumption show an increase of 
about five millions. Tho average rate of 
duty was Ki.SO per cent. 

It -will be inlin-csting to compare the 
returns of Last year with those of some 
Tjrevlous years. In tlie first year of Con- 
fcderntion the total trade amoinitsd to 
a little over .f i:',0,000.000. so that Ihero 
has been :i gain of 2(H) per cent, since 
.Tunc .'!0. 18(18. The exports of that 
years were vtilnod at ?57,G11T,8.S8, so that 
those of last year were more than three 
tlmos a.s great. The one-lmndrcd million 
mark was passed in 1.SS12. but it was not 
Tonchod again until 1S92, wlien tlie 
value reached ,S113,0fl.'!,:!72.

He says that he 
does not moan what an- tlie fastest re- 
cords for a mile, but whether we can 
toll Ihim what is tho greatest speed for 
any distance exer made by a liorso. 
The data on this subject are too incom- 
;dete to make it iiossible to give .1 de- 
imile answer. The Knglish recorils are 
rarely kept for exact miles or parts of 
miles. The fastest time recoitied for 
any distance was that made by Bob 
Wade at Butte City in ISDO, when lie 
ran a (piarter of a mile in '2V/2 st'cnnTls, 
which is nt tho rate of a mile in 1 min- 
nte and 25 seconds. In the same yenr 
Snlvntor ran a milo in 1.35% at Mom- 
mouth. The fastest Derby since 18(17 
was run by Isinglass in ISiVI, his time 
being 2.:53, the distance being abo ut a 
mile and a half. The fastest record for 
trotting was made by the Abbot last 
years and is 2.()."l-'i. and the fastest pac- 
ing was done by Star roiiiter iu 1S!17 
and was a mile in 1. ."'.)'/(. It is obvious 
from these figures that a horse must be 
able for a .slioi-t distance to run very 
(-lose to the rate of a milo a minute, to 
pace for a short distam-o considerably 
faster than a mile in 1.."i0 and trot be- 
low the rate of a mile in two minutes. 
The terrilic bursts of speed which a 
horse will make at a finish of a sharply 
contestod rare in fiist -time warrants tJiis 
coiH-Iusloii, Init we know of no w.-iy of 
proving it to be corre(-t, Tradltinti cred- 
its the famous Flying Cliililers with run- 
ning a full mile in a minute, and there 
is an n'llegod record of a mile in 1.04 by 
Matchom. Kc-lijise is credit<'d with pei-- 
formances, whii-li rivals these, but they 
are exceedingly lu-obli-niatioal. Flying 
Childcrs never was beaten In n race, and 
contomiwrnry writers say tlmt It made 
no difference what the spood was, Hie 
p.hvny.s ftpp(>arc<l to li.ivo fioniothlng in 
reserve. The accounts of his performan- 
ces incline one to the beficf thai he must 
have shown in races a speed einial to 
that claimed for him, but It is altogetlier 
unlikely that ho ever made a mile at 
sui'h a speed, for he conid ne\'er have had 
any occasion to, even If it were possible.

Some dishonest person got very badly 
fooled during the early hours of Sunday 
morning. AVlio ever he was picked up a 
vali.so woigliKig TO pounds thinking no 
doubt ho liad nuide a big haul. YVhen 
lie opened it and found that it contained 
ten of the cash boxes used liy the con- 
ductors «ui the .street cars, his lio^ios no 
doubt ran high, but a change mu.st have 
cotH(> over him ■wlieii he found after 
carrying tlie 70 pounds valise suiuo dis- 
tance, that the boxes contained no, 
iiione.v. It all came about in this way.
